CHINA'S AIR FORCE 
ORGANIZATION 





First Steps towards Placing it 
on More Efficient Basis 


With a view to facilitating the 
control of China's air force, Gen. 
Chang Hui-chang, Director-General 
of the National Air Fleet, has 
drawn up schemes for the unification 
of the nation’s aerial services. 
‘These, it is said, have been approved 
by the Ministry of War but the de- 
tails have not yet been disclosed. 

Gen. Chang ‘likewise has drawn 
up regulations concerning the re- 
organization of the Kuangtung Air, 
‘Squadron, which are as follow: 

4. The Kuangtung acronautical 
organs and air squadron shall be 
Placed under the direct control of 
the Central Government and the 
Aviation Department’ of the 8th 
Route Armies shall be abolished; 

2. The Kuangtung Aeronautica! 
School shall ‘be reorganized and re- 
named the Canton Aviation School 
of the Aeronautical Bureau of the 
Ministry of War; 

3. The present’ Kuangtung Air 
‘Squadron shall be reorganized into 
‘two squadrons; 

4. The Kuangtung Aeroplane’ 
Works shall be renamed the Canton 
Aeronautical Factory of the Avia- 
tion Bureau of the Ministry of 
Wai 

5. ‘The various aviation organs of 
Kuangtung Province shall report 
to the Ministry of War at the 
earliest. possible opportunity. 

6. The expenses of the Kuangtung 
Air Squadrons shall be borne by 
the 8th Route Armies until the 
Central Government has earmark- 
ed funds for the upkeep of the 
National Air Fleet.

Accord- 
ing to the agreement entered into 
between Aviation Exploration Inc, 
and the National Aviation Corpora 
tion, the small ’planes of the 
Corporation are capable of carry- 
ing 800 Ib. of mail. ,The distance 
between Shanghai and. Henkow is 
‘only 516 miles but, according to the 
agreement, the American Company

We cannot 
understand what was the real 
object in the minds of those who 
centered into unequal agree- 
ment with the American company, 


Postal Finances Low 
“China's finances are at a very 
low ebb. Indeed, we are on . the 
verge of bankruptey. Our postal 
Yevenues are not as good as had 
been anticipated. Only last year, 
postal branches in more than 800 
places had to close on account of 
‘the trade depression. Tho treat- 
ment of the 36,000 postal employees 
has not been improved in spite of 
numerous petitions submitted to 
the Government. If the 36,000 
Chinese postal employees and their 
families were all deprived of their 
livelihood, the money saved would 
still be insuficicent to meet the 
debts due to the American Company 
by Ohina under this obnoxious 
‘agreement. There is no doubt. that 
the Chinese Postal Service will be 
thrown into bankruptey if the 
agreement is enforced. Postal 
rates will have to be increased to 
meet the deficiency eaused by the 
‘agreement. This will increase the 
burden of the people for the bene- 
fit of another Power. Will our 
Government tolerate this? 

“Last year, we congratulated 
ourselves upon the rendition of our 
postal rights, but now China is 
again down-trodden by a. foreign 
Power so far as the Postal Service 
is concemed.

But think of the others! I 
‘was recently looking through 

me 1912 or 1918 issues of the 

‘Far Eastern Review” and came 
‘across a lengthy article on Mes- 
srs. Morrison, Ariga and Jenks, 
‘who were then the men of the 
hour, ‘Then elsewhere in the 
‘same publication, T read the ce- 
port on Currency issued by Dr. 
G. Vissering. The employment 
of foreigners to assist in the 
modernization of China is no 
new conception, nor is it pos- 
ible to suggest that the foreiga- 
ers employed by previous Gov- 
ernments were in any measure 
Inferior men to those who aro 
‘at present in Nanking’s employ. 
Dr. Ariga was undoubtedly a 
Jearned student of the law and 
it is not without reason that 
most of China’s codes were 
‘translated ‘from the Japanese, 
just as now much translation 
rom the French is taking place 
jn Nanking.

eigners taking part in recon- 
struction degenerated into. 
foreigners merely enjoying the 
Peking atmosphere. Busy and 
active men would not accept 
appointments which afforded 
none but decorative respon 
bilities, for’ no Chinese off 
cial, in those days, would 
listen to the advice of a foreign- 
er. He would be extremely 
polite, sometimes profligate in 
the distribution of decorations 
and exceedingly friendly at 
table, but for advice, he sought 
bis own little coterie of pals, 
who more than often led him 
astray. That is why the Peking 
Government went the way it 
went. 

A noted political adviser was 
the late Roy Anderson, to whom 
many a Chinese, nationalist as 
well as mandarin, owes his car- 
cer. For Roy was to a very 
large oxtent a personal adviser. 
He helped men achieve their am- 
bitions. He occasionally dug 
down into his pocket and helped 
a friend to win an election to the 
‘old House of Representatives or 
the Senate. He was born in 
Soochow and managed to speak 
all sorts of dialects. He flew 
from Manchuria to Yunnan, from 
Shanghai to New York, ' from 
Peking to all sorts of places to 
assist his friends, Much of 
the genius of the old Chiaotung 
clique was in the brain of Mr. 
Anderson. A native of China, 
his soul absorbed the character- 
istics of the country and he 
could more readily think ia 
Chinese than in any other lang- 
uage. Although “he actually 
fought in the Revolution of 1911 
in the Chinkiang-Nanking re- 
gion, he is not regarded as a re- 
volutionary hero to-day because 
towards the end of -his career, 
he rather supported his friends 
in the old Chihli Party than his 
older associates in the Kuomin- 
tang. But he was-a warm friend 
of China, loyal to the last drop 
of blood, spending his means, 
his energy and ever his life in 
hor cause. He died on the very 
sume day that Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
did in the city of Peking. 

The Kemmerer Mission differ- 
ed from all other advisers in 
that while the Commission was 
here and uctive, it avoided giving 
immediate advice unless speci- 
fically asked to do so. Its 
theory was that it diagnosed a 
disease and offered a cure. Thus, 
it never concerned itself with 
outbreaks of civil war during the 
ten months that it was here. It 
continued its work frrespectiva 
of Fong Yu-hsiang, the Kuangsi 
Party or Chang Fa-kuei. And 
now, anybody, even these groups, 
can use their reports should they 
ever be in power. 

Historically the most fascinat: 
ing of advisers was Comrade 
Borodin. And he left the deey- 
est impression on the China of 
time. First of all, his a3- 
sociation with Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
afforded a historical setting of 
no mean grandeur; then his 
control of events during 1925 
and 1927 made him a historical 
figure for all time. 

‘The curiosity about Borodia 
was that he knew nothing of the 
language and altogether only 
spent four years in China. Dur- 
ing this time, he was required {0 
amass eneyelopaedic knowledge 
of the country and to become a 
quick judge of Chinese psycho- 
logy. To-day, the Russians re- 
gard him.as having failed; the 
Chinese no'longer look upon him 
‘the father of the revolution,” 
as they did in Hankow days. 
Russia punished him for his 
failute and to-day he holds 1 
very: subordinate position as 
vice-director of the Tass News 
Ageney. But Borodin won 
place in history—which may be 
of some satisfeation to a real- 
ist. : 



































‘Mr. Wen Shih-tsen 


‘There was a time in Shanghai 
when every foreigner knew Mr. 
Wen Shih-tsen. He used to be 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs 
in Nanking and for a_ time, 3 
Shanghai; but more than that, | 
he was the individual to whom 
all foreigners went with their 
troubles and somehow he manag- 
ed to straighten them out. He 
and his brother, Wen Shih-ling, 
had been revolutionists before 
the present generation, but Me. 
Wen became an official and 
therefore played no part in the 
recent revolution. His greatest 
achievement was undoubtedly 
the rescue of the foreigners heli 
at Lincheng. He and Roy And- 
rgon and the American Consul 
in Nanking, Mr. John K. Davis, 
braved the bandits and did the 
job. Yet, others have claimed 
‘credit for that, too. 

Mr. Wen is now 
Shanghai for Manchuria: Like 
many another official, he is 
emigrating to the new country. 
But he will be an official no 
longer. Beans and skins and 
furs and mines and all the things 
that make commerce will interest 
him henceforth. He is becoming 
amerchant, Perhaps he may 
still attend Honolulu and Kyoto 
Conferences, but he will probab- 
ly find that'a business-man has 
Tess time for such things than 
the official who can always get 
leave of absence. 

Manchuria seems to be the 
golden lind to which all who 
have no longer a place in China 
look for a future. Dairen has 
so much money in its banks these 
days that, the story goes, the 
banks pay no interest. 'Man- 
churia is becoming the “New 
World” in China, Tn such a new 
world, Mr. Wen will have a place, 
We wish him all luck and pros- 
perity in his new enterprises.

THE SENSE OF THE 


UNCANNY 
Dec. 28. 

Professor J. Arthur Thomson 
is a noted scientist and has the 
pen of a ready writer. He dis- 
cusées popular science in many 
magazines and does a usefvl 
work in expounding scientific 
data in terms that can be under- 
Stood by those who have little 
or no knowledge of the subject. 
He has taken for his text in one 
disquisition, “The sense of the 
uncanny,” and postulates that 
this sense is universal except 
in se of two classes of 
humans: “those of very fine na- 
ture and those who are corres- 
pondingly coarse.” This dictum 
needs a good deal of explanation, 
‘There are cultured people to 
whom music is but an ex- 
pensive noise and others to 
hom the grandest scenery 
, in the American school- 
boy's phrase, hills and hol: 
lers.” But these people ar2 
as exceptionable as a chili 
born with an extra digit or a 
calf born with six legs instead of 
four. There are situations in 
which the hardiest feels a creepy 
sensation down his spine 
though he knows there is noth- 
ing to bo afraid of, he can, 
with difficulty, refrain from 
whistling, like a schoolboy pas: 
ing a graveyard, to keep hi 
courage up. 

To take the first class excluded 
from participation in the: sense 
of awesomeness by Professor 
‘Thomson, the very coarse, sure: 
they are to be found chiefl 
amongst primitive communities. 
But it is precisely amongst pr: 
mitive people that we find this 
sense most clearly manifested. 
Nature, to untutored man, is a 
great mystery. ‘The dark forest 
lures and yet threatens him, the 

Ming thunder appals him; it 
is that terrible thing, the ‘un- 
known, that daunts his spirit and 
there is so much that is un- 
known, It is this fear that 
prompts the prayer of the Breton 
fisherman, “Oh, God, help me. 
‘Thy sea is so big and my boat 
is so small.!” Are we not all in 
the same case as the poor sea- 
man. We are adrift on the sea 
of life and the sea is vory big 
and our eraft is very small; it 
would be strange, indeed, if we 
were not conscious at times that 
there are unknown forces that 
control our destinies. The ur- 
expected waits for us at every 
turning so that “the bestlaid 
schemes of mice and men gary 
oft agley.” 

‘The Chinese, like the Greeks, 
personalize the great forces of 
nature, giving thus the surest| 
proof that the spiritual sense of 
awesomeness is strongly develop- 
ed in them, It is.often said that 

























































Confucius was singularly free 
from belief in the supernatural 
and that his philosophy 1s 
strongly materialistic. But even 
his robust mind was dominated 
by a sense of awe. Hearing that 
the Minister of the Duke of Lu. 
(the modern Shantung) had 
offered sacrifice to T’aishan—the 
sacred mountain—he said, “Does 
he think that T’aishan has not 
sense enough to know who 
should offer the sacrifice?” This 
being the prerogative of the 
reigning Duke, the act #howed 
that the Minister was eneroach- 
ing on the priestly rights of his 
master. But the remark shows 
that, to Confucius, T’aishan was 
not a heap of earth and rock but 
@ frowning and threatening 
spirit, well able to discern be- 
tween right und wrong and eap- 
able of punishing the transgress- 
or. 


This sense of awesomeness, 
found in the rudest as well as 
the most cultured minds, is real- 
ly the foundation of morality. To 
the rude savage it is the emerg- 
ence of conscience} it is a pow- 
er outside of himself that makes 
for righteousness, He feels that 
all his actions are seen and not- 
ed by the unseen powers ani 
that he is somehow on a different 
plane of life from the dog that 
follows at his heels when he 
goes a-hunting. So far from 
being a mark of degradation the 
sense of awesomeness is an im- 
pulse towards a higher life, 
‘There is good and bad in it and 
the finer spirits begin to separ- 
ate its promptings and allocate 
them to good and bad spirits, 
There are those that tempt to 
evil and those that beckon to 
self-denial and rectitude. ‘These 
are the first promptings towards: 
religion, and religion has always 
been the precursor of civil law 
and morality, 

But it maybe said we have 
outgrown all that, ‘The modern 
scientist has searched infinite 
space and probed the recesses of 
the infinitely small and found 
nothing there that cannot be 
rationally explained, But has 
he? It is true that many run to 
and fro, in these days, and know- 
ledge has been increased. But 
if the scientist is cognizant of 
the vastly increased range of 
our knowledge he is equally con- 
scious of the profounder depths 
of our ignorance. Years ago we 
listened to an address in Shang- 
hai on “What can the matter 
be?” The lecturer gave us muen 
information on the constituency. 
of matter and the affinities of 
atoms. If a scientist were called 
upon to-day to give a lecture oa 
the same subject he would pro- 
bably say “There is: no matter. 
‘These hills, rocks, metals _etc., 
have no real existence. ‘They 
are forms apparent -to such 
faculties as we possess, but ara 
only different manifestations of 
various intangible forces. He 
knows something of the mode 
of operation of those forces but 
of their ultimate essence and 
primum mobile he knows no more 
than did the first savage who 
watched with awe the full moon 
rising over the sea,

Proceedings at the Provisional 
Court Conference in Nanking 
continue to be wrapped in 
secrecy. A telogram last Friday 
told us that the tenth meeting 
had been held on the previous 
day; but, as the foreign delegates 
had not’ received instructions 
from their Ministers in Peking, 
there was no discussion and the 
conference adjourned until yes- 
terday. Chinese newspapers 
have published a few indications 
as to the course of events, ono, 
in particular, to the effect that 
the American delegate was take 
ing a “strong” line. ,On the 
foreign side there have been no 
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Rendition Agreemerit has only: 
‘one more week to run, we would 
venture to protest against this 
secrecy, and to urge that the 
foreign public may be given 
information. as to how matters 
stand in respect of a question 89 
vitally affecting their welfare. 
For we know what the Chinese 
fare trying todo. ‘They have told 
us often and plainly. ‘They wish 
to remove every vestige of 
foreign control from the Court, 
and there is reason to believe 
‘that they*have insisted upon +! 
unceasingly all through the con: 
ference as their sine qué non. 
Such a request, it may be said, 
js impossible; it could not even 
be considered, Unfortunately 
the seemingly impossible has 
‘been seen more than once in re- 
cent years to become, somehow, 
‘the accomplished fact. 

A fow weeks ago it was sug- 
gested in this paper that, 
view of the obvious impossibility 
of working out a practicable new 
acheme for the Court in the very 
short time that remained until 
the end of the year, the only 
feasible course was to continue 
the Court as it is, say, for 
another twelve-month, during 
which time a joint foreign and 
Chinese commission should work 
‘out a new system with proper 
regard for Chinese sentiment 
and the practical necessities of 
government of Shanghai. This 
expedient is provided for in the 
Rendition Agreement, which at 
‘the end of its three years auto- 
matically continues in force 
no settlement has been reached 
‘a8 to what system should replace 
it, The many weak points in the 
functioning of the Provisional 
Court are undoubtedly due to the 
haste with which the Rendition 
‘Agreement was concluded, and 
no satisfactory solution can be 
expected unless sought for with 
deliberation and in a calm judi- 
cial atmosphere, It is not un- 
likely that this is precisely what 
the foreign delegates have been 
pressing tor at Nanking. But 
we may safely conclude that it is 
precisely what the Chinese di 
gates will resist, unless met with 
strong and united determination. 
Success for the Chinese depends 
on hustling the foreign Powers, 
fon assuming that a particular 
step has been gained —bo- 
fore it has even been dis- 
cussed. They assume that 
the Provisional Court has 
been abolished, announce what 
they mean to put in its place, and 
proceed with the abolition of 
extraterritoriality. ‘They an- 
nounce the closing of bureaux of| 
foreign affairs, assume that ¢x~ 
tratexritoriality has gone | and!

They should know that 
those who look just a little fur- 
ther than the circumference of 
the dollar, regard with dismay 
the fact that, although similar 
lessons have been afforded the 
present Stock Exchange, or its 
constituents, in the past, it or 
‘they do not appear to have pro- 
fited by the instruction received 
and are still content to follow 
courses which are as much a re- 
proach to the community in 
which they operate, as they ars 
to themselves. Why, the gamb!- 
ing institutions, which, rightly 
or wrongly, we closed during 
this present year, were run on 
better and more business-like 
lines than many of the transac- 
tions involved in the present 
alleged settlement. The picture 
of men and women, financially 
crippled for years, as was the 
case after the 1910 boom, is not 
one which we care to. contem- 
plate in this present year of 
Frace. And yet, to a not un- 
important degree, it has again 
been brought about. It is such 
incidents as these which imperil 
the support we receive from 
abroad in the peculiar politicar 
position in which we find our- 
selves, and if the time should 
ever arise when the powers that 
be decide that Shanghai is no 
longer worth fighting for across 
the diplomatic table, it will be.

LITERARY REVOLUTION 
IN NANKING 





Old Stiff Style of Official 
Documents to Go 


Nanking, Dec. 20. 

‘A literary revolution that will 
flutter the ranks of officialdom and 
rouse the ire of the pundits is at 
hand.

Inland’ Mission, who was 
taken by bandits in Kueichow some 
‘months ¢go, is dead—murdered by 
his captors’ a few after he! 
had been carried off when on one 
of the regular itineraries connected 
with, his evangelical work in the 
jrovince. There is still a pos: 
that he i alive, 
but the reports of 
Jeome from so many 
‘ces that che assumption that th 
‘are correct is more than justified. 

‘The Rev. J. Crofts of the si 
miesion hos been making investiga- 
tions in the country where Mr. 
Pike was captured, at no small risk 
to himself, and according to his 
inquiries the captive missionary was 
‘shot in the back by the bandity a| 
‘ew days after they had taken him, 
his clothes and the saddle of his 
horse taxen, and his body thrown 
into a river. This report would 
appear to confirm the one published 
rreviously that the clothes and a 
saddle belonging to a foreigner had 
keen found near the roadside in a 
village in Kucichow. 


The late Mr. Pike's colleagues 
had not ceased their inquiries both 
&t the provineial eapital and in the 
istrict where the bandit gang was 
known to be. In all eases they were 
met with: professions of official 
ignorance as to what had happened. 
Only lately when the reports of hi 
death become so sure that it we 
‘almost impossible to deny them did 
the officials admit that they had 
known of it for some time. 

The murdered missionary was an 
Australian and had been in Shang- 
hai for 4 number of years before 
going to Kueichow, where he had

FAMINE AFTERMATH IN 
N. SHANTUNG 


Political and Military Unrest: 
No One Wants Paper Money 


Tehehow, Dee. 17. 
‘The famine regions of southern 
Chihli-and western -Shentung are 
suffering from past and present 
political and military unrest as well 
a3 from the aftermath of fractional 
crops for several -years. This 
autumn the harvests were much 
“spotted,” thrée tenths of a erop in 
arts of some counties, rather more 
than half a crop in a number of the 
twenty counties under review, and 

rts of a few with yields eoneern- 
ing which there was no complaint, 
Interropted communications and the 
{fear of allowing the few remaining 
animals and carts to get far from 
the home base are responsible for'a 
rather low market price everywhere 
for most of the staple foodstuffs, 
‘This also applies to cotton of -which 
there has been a fair yield. Re- 
Presentatives from a score of coun- 
ties have recently held an agricultur- 
al conference at Hsiachinhsien, Mr. 
Outerbridge, Agricultural Secretary, 
for the International Famine Relief 
Commission, and other relief 
workers being present. Much is 
hoped for from the introdgetion of 
Jdrought-resisting seed. However, 
fear is expressed that the farmers 
/may not realize just how to cultivate 
this seed, and a number of small 
experiment stations are recommend 

















Silver Only Needed 


The silver dotlar reigns. Bank 
notes and bills of all kinds are 
looked at of late through an inter- 
rogation mark. ‘The military frac- 
tional currency is used with the 
utmost difficulty, and largely be- 
cause the merchants are forced to 
take it. ‘The public has been caught 
0 often that no wonder they prefer 
the bulky silver dollar to doubtful 
jeurrency of the paper variety, 
Some contrast to the time some 
‘years ago, when the dollar was new, 
and the only way the writer could 
feet rid of his dollars in an inland 
town was to permit ‘them to be 
chopped up and weighed as silver. 
Motor Transport 
The automebile has come to stay, 
‘and it is bound to encourage road 
building and road improvement. 
‘Just now in these’ regions exclusive 
franchises have driven the smaller 
lcompanies from the field. The tax 
for operating on any important road 
0 high, even though the govern- 
‘ment has had nothing to do with the 
road building and repair, that many 
‘companies with but a few cars have 
faded away. The larger ones are 
having a struggle, despite the fact| 
that the passenger usually pays at 
the rate of about seven to ten cents 
ja mile. The relatively ood con- 
dition of the roads which the Ameri- 
‘can Red Cross helped to build in 
1921 famine times, and some later 
‘ones built by private capital and 
‘through government encouragement, 
‘a8 well as some built with fami 
funds recently, all provide a fa 
network of motor roa 
‘The upkeep of thes¢ fine arteries 
of famine prevention and commer- 
cial prosperity has little attentian 
by local or provincial authorities, 
and it seems easy for the roads to 
get in bad condition, with little 
Prospect of early repair.

Appreciative Report Published 
in Washington

Washington, Dee. 22. 

An extensive report en Chinese 
agriculture, including both its pre- 
sent status and methods, was 
Published to-day by the Department 
of Agriculture, 

It was compiled ‘by the Agri 
tural Commissioner, Mr. Nyhus of 
Shanghai, the data having been 
largely gathered on a boat trip up 
the Yangtze. 

The report shows that tack of 
transportation has been the principal 
hampering factor in the economic 
development of Szechuan province, 

though present: road-building ac- 
tivities are considered valuable as 
affording help for the future. 

Mx. Nyhus declared that the 
farmers of China have shown them- 
selves to be skilled in the rotation 
of crops, as well as in adjusting 
their’ activities to climate, nature 
of the soil and other factors. ‘They 
have learned by experience what the 
Westerners have learned in Iabora- 
tories, thus producing crops as large 
as the land and elimatic conditions 
fare capable of developing in any 
given locality, 

Tho farmers possess adequate 
crop knowledge, in Mr. Nyhus’ 
opinion, but they lack collective or- 
ganizations outside the families and 
also lack official leadership, Thus 
the processes of stabilization of the 
agricultural situation are retarded. 

‘At Chengtu there is evidence of 
proper progress in the use of modern 
improvements. One indication of 
this, according to. the American ob- 
server, is the fact that the city 
officials are in favour of street 
widening. —United Press,

Mr, A. de C. Sowerby Lectures 
Before the R. A. S, 


At a lecture given by Mr. A. de 
©. Sowerby before the members of 
ie Royal Asiatic Society on Decem 
ber 19, there was a good turn out o' 
enthusiasts in the subject of natural 
history. Dr. Hawks Pott was in 
the chair, and in his opening 
remarks introduced the lecturer a3 
the: leading naturalist in China. 

‘The subject of the lecture 
somewhat formidable, the title 
being “Distribution of Life as Ilus- 
trated by China's Fauna and 
Flora." In dealing with this the 
lecturer pointed out that distribu 
tion of animal and plant life could 
be considered under tivo main head- 
ings, (1) The geographical distribu- 
tion of animal and plant life, and 
(2) their environmental distribu. 
tion. 

Under the first heading he out- 
lined a number of what he called 
ial and floral zones, occupying 
Asia and Europe. These are (2) 
the Aretie or Circumpolar life zone, 
extending west to east from North 
Norway along the coast of Siberia 
to the extreme eastern point of the 
latter country, and southward to 
take in the northern tundras of 
Siberia; (2) the Euru-Siberian life 
‘which covers almost the 
of Europe, Siberia, Mar 
and parts’ of Japan and 
‘and intrades into North 
(c) the Tartarian life zone 
occupying the great deserts of 
Central Asia, and Mongolia and 
North China. (d) the Sinian life 

occupying the Yangtze basin 
Kast China; and  (e) the 
Oriental, which includes South- 
east and South China, the Malay 
Region, India, and part of Africa. 
‘The first four of these come under 
what biologists call the Palearctic

FIRE. AT CAPITOL THEATRE 


While hundreds of Shanghai's 
itheatre-going public were enjoying 
he talkie “The Cocoanuts” at, the 
‘Capitol Theatre on. the night of 
December 22, the Shanghai Fire 
Brigade was busily engaged. in 
[patting out a fire in the central 
fheating plant a few feet" away 
from them, and. it was not| 
juntil the show ended; a few 
minutes after 11. p.m, that any of 
‘the ‘audience knew auything was 
happening. 

‘Two machines from Central 
'Station answered the call’ about 10 
ypam., and found that’ flames hal 
‘broken out in a room just above 
the basement in which the boilers 
-and furnaces of the plant, which 
‘serves: the whole Shahimoon Build. 
ing; are situated. The flue comes 
‘up from the basement’ and. goes 
‘through this room, and: part of the 
Aressing rooms above. Two: of its 
sides touch the sides of the ground 
floor room atone ‘corner, and. it 
was between the side of the flue 
and the side of the room wall that 
‘he fire was creeping slowly up. 

‘As soon as it was realized that 
everything was not" Tight, the 
watchman on’ the "premises "sum:

ality commenced to make concrete

Certain comments on this re 
duction by the Senior Consul’s 
Deputy, Mr, S. L. Burdett, were

forces. The five yuan are the} 
Executive, Legislative, Judicial, Ex-| 
‘amination and Control’ Yuan, each| 
of which is the highest organ of 
the National Government in its res- 
pective spheres. 

Inasmuch as the western political] 
writers recognize only the three-| 
fold division of Governmental] 
powers, it is quite possible for some 
eoplo to be bewildered by the Five. 
Power Constitution of the National| 
Government, Dr. Sun discerned the 
need for adapting the two ancient} 
aystems of recruiting competent mer 
for the nation’s civil service by the| 
method of examination and of 
appointing men whose exclusive 
duty it is to supervise the conduct} 
of officials and particularly to im- 
peach the delinquents. So the Con-| 
atitation of the National Govern- 
ment has combined the orthodox 
‘triple division of governmental pow-| 
ers in the west with the two origin- 
‘al native systems which had been| 
in oxistonco for many dynasties. 


‘The Self-Contained Yuan 
‘The Organic Law embodying the 
Five-Power Constitution and consist- 
ing of 48 articles, was formally pro- 
mulgated on October 4, 1928, Al 
though the five yuan co-operate with 
‘ono another in national issues, each| 
is yet self-contained and independ- 
ent. Like the Cabinet, the Executive 
‘Yuan is composed of’ ten ministries 




















































































the National Government. ‘The 
[Legislative Yuan has the power to 
initiate and recommend legislation 





Yuan is in charge of the judicial 
trials, judicial administration and 





1 of administrative cases. The! 
Examination Yuan determines. the 
qualifications for public service, con- 
[duets eivil service examinations and 
scrutinizes the records of public 
foficials. ‘The Control Yuan or Cen- 
sorate exercises the powers of audit- 
ing and impeachment. 

All the above-mentioned organs 
fare operated according to the com- 
mittee system. Each individual 
member is an independent unit by 
himself, while the chairman merely 
learries ‘out the duties prescribed by 
the parliamentary laws. ‘The major- 
ity vote prevails, and all are jointly 
responsible for the decision, 

Since its establishment, the 
National Government has already 
undergone some of the most trying 
experiences that any government 
hhad been called upon to confront. 
But we are confident that the system 
of government based on the thoughts | 
and experiences of our late leader| 
will survive. Out of these tempests| 
there will emerge a government,| 
strong and stable, and worthy of the| 
principles for which he had lived 
and died.

to act in this capacity. In our review 
‘of November 9 last we dealt with

‘As beans in the interior can be 
bought only against this currency, 
it becomes necessary to make for- 
ward contracts in tiao against yen 
or dollars. A recent further drop 
in the value of the tiao has led 
the Kirin authorities to seek a 
remedy by arresting seven exchange 
brokers in the Capital, because 
these were supposed to disturb.the 
financial equilibrium of the province 
and to be generally a danger to the 
peace and order of the district. 
‘The form of punishment will be 
decided after the return from 
Mukden of the Kirin Governor. 


Another grim incident of the 
‘Manchurian banknotes muddle is to 
be seen in the management of 
Harbin's notes issues. This latter 
has hitherto amounted to fifty 
million “big” dollars, but in reality 
very small, for the ‘notes were ir- 
redeemable. Quite recently a pro- 
clamation was issued in Harbin, 
saying that all these fifty million 
dollar notes must be exchanged, 
not later than December 20, against 
newly: printed banknotes bearing 
the seal of the Civil Administrator, 
General Chang Ching-hui, who is 
holding the concurrent ‘post of 
Financial Superintendent. After 
December 20, the old notes are to 
bbe debarred from cireulation. Until 
quite recently only thirty millions 
had been exchanged against new 
notes, 10 that about twenty million 
dollars appear to be still in cir- 
culation. If these should really be 
cancelled by a stroke of the pen, it, 
would eause great harm to x popu- 
lation which is apparently destined 
continually to face new hardships.

Government Finance 


After having given a brief his- 
tory (a fortnight ago) of the 
‘Mancha's first attempts to raise

On 
paper a very fine black powder is 
used—so fine that no brush ean be 
used to dust it off, it has to be 
rolled over and ‘over the spot 
where the mark is suspected until 
some of it sticks. If the finger- 
print is there, it will be shown up 
‘almost as clearly as if the burglar 
had been fingerprinted in the 
police station, black on the white 
background. Two other methods 
of reaching the same end are by 
‘@ solution of mercury and by 
iodine vapour. 


Once fingerprints have been’ thus 
discovered, the work of comparing 
them with the others on the police 
files or with those of suspects 
begins. 

You don’t have to have more 
than a surface knowledge of how 
the police work nowadays to under- 
stand something of the importance 
attached to fingerprints, Every 
man arrested has his fingerprints 
recorded, and these prints are 
carefully compared with others 
fon the police files to see if the 
man has been arrested or convicted 

















the two fingerprints come from 
the same man. If he is still in doubt 
there is a projector—something like

by which the plates of photos of 
these fingerprints can be thrown on 
8 sereen against a wall, enormously 
enlarged.

 Balthazard of Paris has 
proved that error by this system is 
impossible, if the police have all 
the fingerprints of a man, When, 
however, they possess only one 
fingerprint there is a possibility of 
doubt, at any rate in the minds of 
a jury or judge, though the police 
themselves may’ be satisfied with 
the identification. ‘The police can 
tell from what finger of what hand 
the fingerprint they find on the 
seene of a crime comes, and with 
this knowledge, if they ean establish 
seventeen points of exact resem- 
blanco between this and one on 
their own files or taken from an 
arrested suspect, they are sure 
‘that they have their man, 

‘The chief means of identification 
fare the breaks at the end of a line 
‘at the top and bottom, and the lines 
of bifurcation in both senses, up 
Jand down, There are approxi 
100 of these signs in every ' pr 
which ean be compared. It is pos: 
sible to be certain of the identifica 
tion if seventeen similarities are 
seen, owing to the calculations of 
Dr. ‘Balthazard, who has shown 
that there are an enormous number 
of possible combinations of mark- 
ings—one followed by sixty 
noughts, if you eare to work out 
how thany that is, On these lines 
it. will be forty-eight centuries 
before two exactly the samo han 
‘appear, and at least one century 
before ‘two fingerprints from dif 
ferent persons will have seventeen 
similarities.

General Chiang Kai-Shek’s Impregnable Position: Head of 
Government and Organization Department: 
Powers Over Army and Navy 





By Epwaro Binc-Suver Lee 


When the writer was a. boy he 
was overawed whenever the word 
president was mentioned. Volumes 
and volumes havo been written 
‘About the exploits of presidents in 
‘the western hemisphere and the 
great things which they have dono 
for mankind, so. much so that the 
president of a nation is looked upon 
a3 a supernatural being with Ih 

less powers at his command. Yet 
when we come to analyze the 
qualities and traits of the men who 
Thave become presidents, we find that 
they are human beings like ever 

‘one else and have their peculiar ideas 
‘and. idiosyerasies. To be sure, & 
{good president has a more profound 
Knowledge of political affairs and 
statesmanship than the average 
Inan-on-the-strost; has a more 
forceful personality than the 
mediocre oficial; knows how to 
fcontyol men and mancayre him 
self into a formidable position; has 
fam instinctive method of grasping: 
‘situation at the psychological 
Inoment and turning a seemingly 
Hopeless and black outlook into 
victory; and furthermore, has 
fenoligh insight to realize that his 
popularity depends upon the carry- 
ing. out of policies which aim to 
solve the pressing problems of his 
country, But a president is esson- 
tially: a human being. Many pre- 
sidents have come from the common 
‘walks of life and: have reached the 
top not only through their ability 
and personality but through grasp 
ing opportunity by the forelock. 


History of the Presidency 
However, we are mainly conce 
ed with the President of China, 
‘The Pirst President of the Chinese 
Republic was Dr. Sun Yat-sen, who 
hiadeome from peasant stock’ ina 
small village near Hseungshan 
(now Chungshan) in the province 
of Kuangtung. At first he had 
not aspired to become President of 
‘a nation of four hundred million 
souls, but felt that he could best 
utilize his services for the country 
by. devoting his. onergies to bring- 
ing about the overthrow of th 
Manehu dynasty and educating the 
amasses. to the principles of demo- 
cracy, To the late Dr. Sun belongs 
the honour of creating a Presidency 
where there was none and arous 
the enthusiasm of Chinese at home 
‘and abroad to the idea of establish- 
ing a republic at a time when the 
Manchu dynasty had held sway over 
China for more than two centuries. 
‘Upon his nomination to the 
presidency, Dr. Sun felt that the 
first act of, statesmanship was to 
take the oat!

Thad a different view of demo- 
‘cracy and utilized his position to 
increase his own power and in- 
fluence. At his formal election: to 
the presidency on October 6, 1013, 
hie took occasion to emphasize that 
he intended to rule without inter- 
ference in accordance with ancient 
tradition. He proceeded to carry 
‘out his policy of ruling without 
interference by dissolving Parlia- 
ment just as Oliver Cromwell had 
removed the Rump Parliament in 
England, and when Dr, Sun Yat 
sen and’ General. Huang Hsing 
organized a revolt to protest against 
his autocratic methods, the iron 
hand of the “Strong Man” sas 
sticeessful in crushing the rebellion 
with little difficulty.

The duties and functions of the 
President of China are of course 
more elaborate than what is speci 
ed. in. a written constitution, and 
this inclades attending numerous 
dinners and banquets, while news:

Bomb Electrically Discharged 
Under Viceregal Train 

Delhi, Dec. 23. 

‘The Viceroy's. train was bombed 
10 miles from here this morning.

Plenty of Opportunity in the

‘The meeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations at Geneva 
should be particularly noteworthy, 
as an effort will be made to har- 
monise the Kellogg -Pact with the 
League Covenant, so as to fill in a| 
‘gap in the Covenant, which is help- 
ess to prevent war if it fails to

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the arrangements are complete, 
they are moved to the old fort at| 
St. Martin do Ré and taken off in| 
small vessels to tho big ship. Dur-| 
ing this process all the motor-boats, 
yow-boats and other small craft in| 
the locality are mobilized to prevent} 
photographers and cinema operat-| 
ors from taking “pictures” of the 
departing conviets, 

‘On board the ship, the prisoners 
‘will be cooped up behind iron bars| 
and will have to do without exercise 
until they Iand. No chanees are 
taken. ‘The waiders who go inside 

‘are unarmed, so that, in| 
fa sudden attack-by convicts, 
latter would not obtain posses- 
sion of any weapons. The guards| 
outside the cage use their revolvers| 
at the slightest sign of revolt. Sen- 
egalese soldiers or ex-soldiers are| 
preferred for this kind of- duty, as| 
‘they have the reputation of obeying 
orders blindly. As a further precat| 
tion, the captain can turn jets of 
scalding steam on the occupants of 
the cage should they show any dis- 
position to mutiny. ‘The spectacle of 
‘men treated like wild beasts (and 
‘with good reason) is disliked by the 
more onlightened —clements of 
opinion in France, and — attempts} 
have been made to’ substitute im- 
prisonment in Franee for trans 
portation, All that can be said in 
favour of the latter system is that 
its horrors may serve as a deter-| 
‘ent, like capital punishment, which 
‘the French humanitarians have 
never been able to abolish, 


A Notable Case

THE CASE AGAINST HOME RULE FOR INDIA 





Demand Only from Minority of Politicians Who Cannot Even 
Agree Among Themselves

Caleutta, Nov. 22. 
So much has been said and writ- 
ten on the chse for Home Rule for 
India that it scems necessary to 
pause for a moment to take stock of 
the case against Home Rule being 
granted to the people of this coun- 
{try under any seheme that does not 
advance by very cautious stages. 
India is completely different from 
the self-governing parts of the 
British Empire. ‘The present Re- 
forms system works quite as well 
a5 any premature Home Rule gov- 
jernment would. India is not 
Jgoverned in the material interests 
of Britain, and when the time is 
ripe concessions are readily granted 
so that India ean—and does—move 
along the road to self-government. 
India is not a nation, but rather 
‘a congeries of races spread over 
very divergent areas. Net only are 
{there many different and discordant 
races intermingled in- some places 
‘and predominant in others, but the

Is no general lingua franca; among 
the educated Indians English tends 
to be the common tongue. 


Religion and Caste 


Religious differences in India are 
serious, The divergence between 
Hindus and Mohammedans is as 
sgrest to-day as ever it was, although 
‘the intellectuals may profess con- 
cilfation and friendship. For minor 
religions there is no genuine toler- 

Socially, India ix not national. 
‘The difference between caste and 
caste is so great that no national 
sentiment is possible. The result of 
the caste system is that the Brah- 
mans predominate. The system 
shows no sigs of breaking down s0 











‘The demand for Home Rule comes 
only from a section of the educated 
classes who number but a fragment 
‘of the whole population and cannot 
jeven agree with one another. These 
are mainly disgruntled and ambi- 
tious men who have been semi. 
ized by residence in Europe. 
ged support from the masses 
a non-existent, though crowds have 
often been incited to riot by mis 
ropresentation and appeals to their 
religious prejudices. The ultimate 
goal of British rule in India is self- 
government, and to hasten that goal 
the Montagu-Chelmsford _schome 
was pat into operation, but the goal 
fs still very far distant. 

Most of the alloged disasters 
drought about by British rule in 
India are due to economic causes. 
‘The population is now pressing 
more than ever on the means of 
subsistence. It is far-too poor to 
upport ali the developments like 
fvrigation works, canals, and rail- 
ways that aro necessary to secure 
the distribution of food in famine 
areas and the development of trade. 
Most of the statistics quoted are 
unreliable, and our knowledge of 
pre-British India is very scanty. 


‘The Oppressive Brahman 
‘Though the attitude of Britons is 
often to be deplored it must not be 
forgotten that Indians behave just 
the same towards their fellows. The 
Brahmans despise the low castes. 
‘The outeastes are ruthlessly down- 
trodden and sweated by Brahman 
money-lenders and landlords. The 
mass of India's population receive 
from the alien official as much con- 
sideration as ever they would get 
from a Brahman or intellectual 
oligarchy if it ruled India, In 
South India there is a strong non- 
Brahman movement to resist the 
‘usurpation and tyranny which they 
fear. There is no proper evidence 
that the rank and file of Indians 
would show delight at the disap- 
pearance of the British administra- 
tor to-day. 

‘The lack of educaticn-in India is 
largely due totho failure of the 
Indian peasant to sce any advantage 
to himself in being educated. Great 
Britain has not had a proper system 
‘of education long herself; as yet 
India cannct alford to establish 
universal compulsory education. 

‘The opportunities that the Indian 
Princes have so far had to shoy 
their political wisdom have net been 
utilized. Taken as 2 whole the

Demoeracy’s Failure in Europe 

Ata time when democracy is 

being seriously challenged threugh 
lout Europe it is foolish to commit 
India to political institutions which 
are wholly cutside her traditions, 
may never fit her requirements, and 
need a long period of apprentice- 
ship before they ean be properly 
worked. 
‘This, then, is the ease against im- 
wediato Home Rule for India, and 
it is to be hoped that the Simon 
Commission will take every point 
{fully into consideration before pre- 
scribing formula to cure India's 
multifarious maladies.

The above is a summary of the 
proceedings of the meeting as pub- 
lished in a Calcutta newspapers. 
There is a division of opinion 
among Europeans in India as to 
the extent to which it is advisable 
that Europeans should concern 
themselves directly in the domestic 
polities of India. One view—which 
is not the view held by the major- 
ity, and for which support gen 
ly ‘is diminishing—favours an at 
titude of detachment. It is argued 
that a descent into the political 
arena involves an abandonment of 
the historical role played by Great 
Britain in this country—the réle of 
a dominant influence—and that 
this once lost, the European com: 
munity becomes merely one of & 
number of minority communities, 
tle more effective in point of vot- 
ing strength than the Jains or 
Parsis, Whatever may be the 
theoretical value of this view, there 
ean be no doubt that its practical 
value has been undermined if not 
destroyed by the Reforms, 


A Definite Communal Policy, 


‘As has beon said, it is not a 
View to which the majority of 
Europeans subscribe, and mest 
emphatically it is not a view that 
jean be accepted as a basis of 
policy by the European Association. 
‘The declared objects of the Asso- 
ciation are to maintain and protect 
ty all constitutional means the 
rights of Europeans in India, and 
the programme laid down in’ 1926 
affirms “the wisdom of assisting 
the political development. of th 
country” and “the vital necessi 
for communal representation.” 
On the understanding that this 
definitely political and communal 
policy will be earried out, thousands. 
of Europeans pay subscriptions to 
the Association, and on this under~ 
standing offcials are appointed and 
officers elected. It would be un- 
necessary to labour a point #0 ob- 
8 if it, wore not that the ret 
ing Committee of the Calcutta 
Branch seems completely to have 
‘overlooked it 
‘The annual meeting of the 
Branch was tho only one to be 
held during the Committee's year 
of fice, and the tone of the re- 
tiring Chairman's remarks suggest- 
‘ed that even this one mecting might 
ot have been convened had it not

2. public presentation of accounts.

Apathy and More Apathy 

‘The complaint of the political 
apathy of the Calcutta European 
is not new, but there is striking 
novelty in the suggestion that the 
remedy is to superimpose an equal 
ly deplorable apathy on the part 
of ‘those who have accepted the 
responsibility of directing the 
Branch’s affairs. It did not, ap- 
parently, occur to the members of 
the Committee that if no demand 
for meeting existed, it was one of 
their main duties ‘to attempt to 
create a demand, and though it is 
impossible for a Committee to “drag 
people to meetings” it is possible to 
stimulate even the most flaccid 
political interest.” .
